Secretary’s report 


President Spence Sunderland called the meeting to 
order @7:02 PM. As it was his last as club president, 
Spence stated it has been an honor and a pleasure 
serving as our president. As Sergeant-at-Arms Roger 
S, was away, Gary H, advised there were 36 members 
in attendance, with no guests. “Acting” Secretary 
Chris P, read the minutes from the January meeting, 
and they were accepted “as read.” 


TREASURER’S REPORT (Jim H,): Our start- 
ing bank balance (as of 1/1/22) was $36.979.04. 
Deposits made included $700 from the Christmas 
party, $6,014.58 from the 2021 OSCS, & $618.00 in 
membership dues. There was one outgoing payment... 
a check for $24 to Oakstone for cookies, leaving the 
ending bank balance (as of 1/31/22) at $44.287.62. 
Jim reported the starting petty cash amount as 
$420.23, but actually it was $420.53. With an increase 
of $10 from the January auction & $46 from the 50- 
50, the petty cash total came to $476.53. This was also 
the ending petty cash balance as there were no pay- 
ments made out of petty cash.

Spence asked if there were any more nominations for 
the BOD members(3) and all of the Executive Com- 
mittee officers. As there were none, nominations were 
closed, leaving the BOD members Steve R,, Loren R,, 
and Bruce S, to continue on - their terms expire March 
1, 2025.
